REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To to the citizens of Loudon, the S. S. Committee respect- 
fully submit the following report: 

The schools, with only a few exceptions, have been very 
prosperous during the past year. Most of our teachers for the 
winter terms have been those who have had much experience 
and culture. While it has been our duty to care for the schools 
in Loudon, we have become deeply interested for their pros- 
perity ; but have been unable to enhance their interest, as it 
would be our pleasure to do. 

In submitting this, our final report, allow us to make a few 
suggestions. Let each prudential committee select, for the 
winter terms, teachers of undoubted ability and faculty to in- 
struct. We consider those teachers most successful who 
understand and practice the advanced modes of teaching. It 
is the duty of every teacher to acquaint himself with every 
improvement in the art of teaching. Especially should the 
younger teachers, and those who have not had thorough nor- 
mal instructicn, visit our best schools, and thus learn by the 
experience of others. Every district needs a summer term of 
school ; and if there is only a small amount of money, let those 
receiving the benefit of the school give the board, and in this 
way, only a few dollars need be expended. 

A teacher is a pattern for the scholars; their influence is 
great; hence their morals, manners, and conduct should be 
correct. | 

But the success of our schools depends largely upon the 
parents. It is their duty to exclude every outside interest, that 
he scholar’s mind may be free to receive the instruction of the 
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school-room. This is of more value than novel-reading, card- 
playing, dancing, or any of the drawbacks upon school in- 
struction. Do not expect your children to make much advance- 
ment while half their evenings are spent away from home. It 
is astonishing how few parents require their children to ‘study 
at home. A part of each of five evenings in the week should 
be spent by the parent in instruction, and by the child in study. 


District No. 1.—WHITE. 


Summer term taught by Miss Nellie M. Peverly of Canter- 
bury. This school opened with fair prospects for an excellent 
term. At our visit near the commencement of the term the 
order was good. This being Miss P.’s second term in this 
district, she seemed to understand well what was essential for 
the advancement of the school and set about it in earnest. At 
the closing examination we were unable to be present, but 
from those who were present we learn that penmanship and 
map-drawing were taught with good success, and that Miss P. 
labored diligently to promote the advancement of the school. 

Winter term taught by Mr. Carter E. Cate. This district 
was very unfortunate from the commencement of this term. 
Many of the scholars were absent from school much of the 
time, from sickness. Mr. Cate, being sick, was obliged to 
quit the school at the close of the eighth week. Nearly two 
weeks more were taught by Mr. Wm. W. Cate, when the 
school was abruptly brought to a close at the end of the tenth 
week. But, notwithstanding all this, the school appeared 
finely at the close. ‘The scholars gave their answers readily, 
and, we think, thoroughly understood the principles. We 
think all the parents in the district were much pleased with 
this term of school. Under more favorable circumstances, the 
improvement of this school could have been second to none. 
Order good. 


District No. 2.—YELLOw. 


Mr. F. M. McCutchins, teacher of summer term. This is 
Mr C.’s third term taught in this district; hence, he knew at 
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the commencement where to take hold. Mr. C.’s method of 
teaching is to bring up the little points, and to thoroughly un- 
derstand one thing before passing on to another. At the close 
all the classes appeared well. Those in reading and geography 
were thoroughly drilled; those in arithmetic and Green’s small 
Grammar did equally as well. In this school are some excel- 
lent scholars. 

Winter term, taught by Mr. Charles M. Emery of Canter- 
bury. This also is a teacher who has taught several terms in 
this district before, and is a thorough and energetic teacher. 
We were much pleased with Mr. Emery’s method of instruc- 
tion. Much time was devoted to the elementary principles. 
At the closing examination, each class appeared to have 
received its proper share of attention; good improvement, in 
all the branches taught, was the result. Many of the parents 
and friends were present. Recitations from many of the 
scholars were listened to with much interest by all present, 
which added much to the attractions of the occasion. 


District No. 3.—VILLAGE. 


Mr. Henry C. Morse, Prudential Committee. The summer 
term of this school continued nine weeks, under the tuition of 
Mrs. Charles Staniels. We do not consider this term quite as 
successful as former terms taught by this teacher, in this dis- 
trict. The irregular attendance of the scholars may account 
for this, in part. In some instances, we think these absences 
entirely unnecessary. This was the case with one family 
especially. We hope it will not occur again. Good progress 
was made in each class. 

Fall term, primary department. Mrs. J. L. Perkins, teacher, 
—a person well adapted to the school room. ‘The classes in 
reading did quite well. The spelling was not perfect, but per- 
haps it was all that could be expected of so small scholars. 
The arithmetic classes made good improvement. The order 
was quite good. This term continued eight weeks, and was a 
profitable one. : 

Fall term, grammar department. Mr. J. L. Perkins, 
teacher of considerable experience, taught during a term of 
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eight weeks. Mr. Perkins did not meet with that success 
which has attended his efforts elsewhere. ‘There were faults 
inexcusable on the part of some of the pupils. The various 
classes made as good improvement as could be expected. 

Winter term. ‘Teacher, Miss A. M. Seavey, of Rochester, 
a graduate of the State Normal School. The school is now in 
session, and will continue twelve weeks. The school is pros- 
pering finely, under the lucid instruction of Miss Seavey. The 
method of conducting the classes in arithmetic deserves espe- 
cial notice. The plan of the author, together with various 
advanced modes of instruction, is employed. Written expla- 
nations of the various principles are required of the pupils. 
We consider this one of the very best exercises. Grammar is 
taught principally by written examples upon the board. The 
reading classes, also, are making good progress, and learning 
to give expression, as well as pronunciation. History, philos- 
ophy, physiology, algebra, and book-keeping are taught, and 
each branch is treated systematically. The discipline is ex- 
cellent. Whispering is not only prohibited, but abolished. 
Would that this could be said truthfully of every school in 
town. 

This district is receiving the benefit of another superior term 
of school. | 


District No. 4.—C.Lovuen’s Hitz. 


Prudential Committee, Mr. Samuel N. Cate. Length of 
summer term, eight weeks. ‘Teacher, Miss O. Elnora San 
born of Gilmanton. This teacher was not the choice of the 
majority of the district, hence labored at a disadvantage. 
There seemed to be a lack of thoroughness, yet there was 
some improvement in the different classes. Whispering was 
allowed, which indicated that the order was not the best. 

Winter term, taught eleven weeks by Mr. Samuel N. Cate, 
who met the same obstacle as the teacher of the summer term, 
but with rather better success. It is evident that this teacher 
labored for the improvement of his pupils, and a degree of 
success attended his efforts. ‘Some of the classes appeared 
well, especially the classes in geography; we noticed some 
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deficiencies in spelling. The school was very much broken 
up by sickness. ‘The order was good. 


Disrricr No. 5.—Brown. 

Mrs. Hannah K. Clough, teacher of both terms. Mrs. C. 
is much interested in the advancement of her pupils. She has 
the faculty of getting them much interested in their studies. 
Her scholars commit their lessons, not from fear of punish- 
ment, but because they desire to advance in their studies ; 
hence great improvement was made each term. At the close 
of the winter term, we would mention one class in higher 
arithmetic, as making great improvement. In penmanship, 
great gain. Other classes might be mentioned. Excellent 
order preyailad. 


Disrrict No. 6.—LoweEr Rince. 


Prudential Committee, Joseph Young. The summer term 
of this school was instructed eleven weeks by Miss Lizzie 
Whittemore, of Loudon. The success of Miss W. as a teacher 
needs no comment in this report. Suffice it to say, that this 
was one of our very best summer schools. The term was 
made more interesting by the presence of several scholars 
from other districts. Each class did well. The closing exer- 
cises were made interesting by recitations and declamations. 

The winter term is now in session, and will continue thir- 
teen weeks, under the tuition of Mr. John P. Brown, of Bow. 
Mr. Brown has had considerable experience as a teacher, and 
manages this school well. The order, during school hours, 
is good. Whispering isnot allowed. There are a few young 
pupils in this school, who are very interesting, and have 
learned rapidly. Nearly all the classes have done well. We 
hoped, however, to see the grammar classes take a higher 
standing. 


District No. 7.—Moore’s. 


Prudential Committee, Mr. Joseph Brown. Miss Isabel 
Seavey, of Boscawen, teacher of summer term; length of term, 
9 
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eight weeks. Although this was new work for Miss Seavey, 
yet she manifested many excellent qualities as a teacher. She 
was very exact with her pupils, and managed the small classes 
very nicely. The reading class made good improvement. 
The anxiety and labor of this young teacher resulted in a suc- 
cess. 

Winter term. Teacher, Mr. F. A. Foster, of Belmont. 
Length of term, twelve weeks. We consider the Prudential 
Committee very fortunate in the selection of a teacher. Mr. 
Foster conducted this school through to the close, and made 
himself master of the situation. It was evident that this 
teacher commenced this school with a determination to awaken 
an interest and advance his pupils. We unite with the district 
in expressions of gratitude for his. patient toil and persever- 
ance. May the same and greater success attend his efforts in 
the future. Inasmuch as the scholars united their efforts with 
those of their teacher, this term was a success. We think en- 
tire satisfaction was realized by the district. 


Disrricr No. 8.—OsxBorne. 

Summer term, taught by Miss Emma F. Tasker. This was 
Miss T.’s first term. Miss Tasker is an excellent scholar, and 
is well qualified to take charge of a larger school. In this, we 
think, she gave good satisfaction. At the close all of the 
classes Bepeated nicely. We consider this term a profitable’ 
one. | 

The winter term was taught by Miss Alice L. Burnham. 
Again we would applaud both the teacher and scholars. This 
school is very small, and the teacher has much time to spend 
with each scholar, and, as the result, good improvement was 
made. The classes were prompt in recitation, and well pre- 
pared for an examination. One class of small scholars in 
Colburn’s Arithmetic completed the book, and, we think, could 
perform every example. The others did well. 


Disrrict No. 9.—Hitr. 


Prudential Committee, Mr. John Sargent. Teacher, Miss 
Mary L. Morrill, a graduate of New Hampton, and an expe- 
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rienced teacher, who labors from a sense of duty. There was 
only one term, of eleven weeks, but it was rich in results. A 
class that had studied Walton’s Arithmetic only two terms, 
completed common fractions. There was good improvement 
in writing, as well as every branch taught in the school. A 
pretty dialogue, prepared for the occasion, was recited. 


District No. 10.—Loupon Roap. 

Summer term, taught by Miss Alice L. Burnham. This 
was Miss B.’s first attempt at school-teaching, and, in this, she 
met with fair success. At the closing examination the classes 
in arithmetic, grammar, and also those in geography, appeared 
well, and were very thorough in their studies. Perhaps the 
reading might be a little more severely criticised. The order 
was good. 

Teacher of the winter term, Mr. Henry E. Drake. At the 
commencement of the term things seemed progressing well. 
Mr. D. seemed well qualified for the position. At the close, 
we were well pleased with the result. Considerable attention 
was paid to reading, with beneficial results. The advanced 
classes in arithmetic are also deserving of a word of praise. 
Also one class in small geography. 


District No. rr.—N. Dover. 


Both terms instructed by Miss Ella T. Chesley. Miss C., 
although a young teacher, is well qualified for the task which 
she has here undertaken. ‘The remarks made ina former re- 
port of a term taught by this teacher, are equally applicable to 
the summer term. At the close of the summer term, we 
thought that the scholars had made excellent improvement, 
—especially one large class in arithmetic. 

The examination at the close of the winter term was fully 
equal to that of the former term. The classes, in general, ap- 
peared well. One little Miss in geography, we would not for- 
get to mention. A class in the primer made excellent appear- 
ance in spelling and answering questions, taught them by the 
teacher. A little better order would have added to the appear- 
ance of the school, at the close of this term. 
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District No. 12.—Uprer R1nGe. 


Prudential Committee, Daniel L. Moore. A spring term, 
of six weeks, was taught by Miss Lizzie Whittemore. Miss 
W.’s school was attended with its usual degree of success. 
The discipline, the instruction, and all pertaining to the school, 
was well managed. 

Winter term. This pleasant little school was commenced 
by Miss Lizzie Whittemore, but it was broken up by sickness, 
when it had kept only two weeks. After some delay, Miss 
Mary L. Morrill was engaged, and is now teaching the school. 
Everything in the school is prospering finely. The class in | 
grammar has learned rapidly. The school is small in numbers, 
but large in intellect. Such a school ought to have more in- 
struction.
